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TIPS FROM AMBASSADOR H O U G H T O N . 


Alanson B. Houghton, ambassador to England, and Hugh 
S. Gibson, minister to Switzerland, were called to the I nitetl 
SUites to report upon matters pertaining to disarmanient. 
The conference proposed had been postponed. 
Conditions 
Were changing in Europe. 
President Coolidge nought in­ 
formation from representatives of the government. 
After conferring with the president and the secretary <>f 
State Ambassador Houghton met newspaper men and gave to 
them his views concerning European political conditions. Hi.s 
revelations caused something of a stir at first, particularly in 
France. The state department felt called upon to assert that 
the nature of the report of Houghton and Gilbaon had not 
been divulged to any unofficial person. 
That had the effect 
of separating the report made to the officers of the govern-' 
ment and the discussion of Europe before newspaper re­ 
porters. 
Senator Borah, when the matter was brought into 
the senate, said that he believed the reporters had quoted 
the ambassador correctly, because the same thing in sub­ 
stance had been said to him by Houghton. 
The ambassador is said to have declared that little hope 
could be given for favorable results from a disarmament con­ 
ference; that there are fundamental differences between 
Great Britain and France over disarmament; that Britain 
proposes a peace time basis while France desires war time 
basis; that Europe regards Mussolini with distrust, taking 
him seriously, resulting in thoughts of war in all European 
capitals; that in this situation no country is disposed to dis­ 
arm; that in the league of nations controversy Europe has 
been divided into two armed camps and the old rule of bul-j
